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INTRODUCTION 


A catalogue of animals should serve practically all fields of biology. 
It therefore should be as complete a listing of all the records of fami- 
lies, subfamilies, tribes, genera, species, and varieties as it is possible 
for the author to assemble. The nature of the reference is of the 
greatest importance. A student of zoogeography should be able to 
find a complete list of the regions inhabited by the various species. 
The student of ecology should be able to find references to all that is 
known about the life history, food plants, and other pertinent data. 
The student of economic entomology should be able to check the 
histories of those species that are suspected of being injurious to 
plants. The plant disease specialist should be able to check the 
current nomenclature of the species that are disease vectors or are 
suspected of being disease vectors. Those research workers studying 
morphology, physiology, or genetics should be able to trace develop- 
ment in the field of their special interest. And finally, the student 
of taxonomy should be relieved of the burden of searching for past 
recordings, and the journals which publish taxonomic papers should 
be relieved of publishing past records and duplicating synonymy that 
is already well known. Thus it would be necessary to record only 
synonymy that has been developed since publication of the catalogue. 

In this, as in other catalogues of the present series, the family is 
divided into genera, which are arranged in as nearly a phylogenetic 
order as our present knowledge will permit. The species are arranged 
under the genera in alphabetic sequence. 

The notes that follow the references are generally self-explanatory, 
but three points may be mentioned here. Such notations as ‘‘[de- 
scribed],”’ ‘‘{notes],’’ ‘“‘[key],’’ and the like, are intended to be sugges- 
tive rather than precise or exclusive. The notation “‘[error]’? means 
not accepted in this catalogue. Usually, the latest published syn- 
onymy is accepted, but not always. The notation “[comparative 
note]’”’ is used to designate those references, often of the greatest 
taxonomic significance, in which two generic, specific, or other groups 
are compared. All references have been checked against the original 
save those marked with an asterisk (*), which have been accepted 
from reliable sources. Every effort has been made to have the refer- 
ences full and complete, and to indicate the character of the data 
contained. Where the writer knows that reprints have been issued 
with different pagination, this pagination is given in parentheses 
following the page numbers of the original. In a few cases where 
the matter has been reprinted under a different title with different 
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pagination, separate references are given. Authentic editions repub- 
lished, have been entered as separate references. Genera established 
without included species have been dated from their original descrip- 
tion, with their type fixation dated at the earliest time the action 
can logically be interpreted to have occurred. 

Original spellings have been retained in all cases, except obvious 
typographical errors. Typographical errors are indicated by placing 
‘sic]”” after the misspelled name. ‘This is not for the purpose of 
calling attention to the mistakes authors have made, but to make 
certain that students following the catalogue have a clear understand- 
ing of what is implied. 

The determination of typographical errors is not always easy. 
These errors range from clearly apparent transpositions of letters 
to misspelled names of individuals, geographical locations, et cetera. 
So many generic names have been formed by the transposition and 
substitution of letters that one is often at a loss to know which names 
are misspelled and which are not; for example, Neokolla and Keonolla, 
or Alebra, Elabra, and Eualebra. 

All variations in spelling, save those which refer to endings only, 
are appropriately cross-referred. The species have also been listed 
under every known generic combination so that it is possible to find 
any species without recourse to the index, which will be published 
at the completion of the Fascicle. 

The writer takes no pride in the authorship of nomina nova. He 
uses them only when he thinks they are necessary. No new names 
are proposed for species or genera described by living authors without 
first giving the original author an opportunity to correct primary or 
secondary homonyms. 

A catalogue is not a revision of a group. The location of the 
genera and species in the present catalogue is merely an attempt to 
reflect what is believed to be the general consensus of the best author- 
ities at the present time. Doubtful genera and species have been 
included to call them to the attention of subsequent revisers. 

An attempt has been made throughout this catalogue to interpret 
all references in the light of the period in which they were published. 
This is not always easy and leads perhaps to erroneous conclusions 
at times, but it is certainly much sounder from the standpoint of 
nomenclature than the tendency to evaluate references from previous 
decades in the light of present day practices and procedures. 

In this series we have departed from our previous method of giving 
latinized names to varieties that in the past have been designated by 
Arabic letters, Greek letters, numbers, or other designations. All 
varieties are catalogued, however, under the first designation regard- 
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less of its form. Some of these varieties may prove to be valid species 
on further study, and then may be given latinized designations. 

Primary homonyms of species have been replaced by nomina nova; 
secondary homonyms have been restored to their original names if 
the homonymy has been relieved by moving one or the other, or 
both species, to other genera. 

All specific endings have been modified to agree with the sugges- 
tions made by Blackwelder 1940, Journal of the Washington Academy 
of Sciences 31: 185-140. There are certain disadvantages inherent 
in this method, but it seems to the writer that these limitations are 
outweighed by the advantages. We are confronted by so many 
coined words that can have no gender it seems better to use this 
system and disregard apparent violations of Latin and Greek grammar. 
Where the gender of generic names can be determined, the appro- 
priate adjustments are made in the specific names. 

In a detailed catalogue such as this it is practically impossible to 
eliminate all errors. We will appreciate it very much if our attention 
is directed to all such mistakes. It is especially easy to overlook 
local lists published in the proceedings of local natural history socie- 
ties, references to species of economic importance published in scien- 
tific agricultural journals, references to vectors of plant diseases 
published in phytopathological journals, and references of a similar 
nature. It will be very much appreciated if authors will send us 
reprints of all articles dealing with the Homoptera. Also, it would 
seem that no changes in the nomenclature adopted in this catalogue 
should be made in the future without a full explanation. 

All literature available to the writer before December 31, 1955, 
has been included in this catalogue. 

The present catalogue of the Family Ledridae is the fourth part 
of the Cicadelloidea. This was virtually complete at the time of 
the death of Dr. Z. P. Metcalf on January 5, 1956. It was completed 
with the aid of Miss Virginia Wade, research analyst, North Carolina 
State College, who worked with Dr. Metcalf for 7 years, and the 
technical advice of Dr. David A. Young, Jr., North Carolina State 
College, and Dr. P. W. Oman, Insect Identification and Parasite 
Introduction Research Branch, Entomology Research Division, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, Beltsville, Md. The higher categories 
utilized in this classification are those decided upon by Dr. Metcalf 
during his work on the catalogue. 

In this part of the catalogue a method of literature citation has 
been adopted which differs from that used in the catalogues of the 
fulgoroid families. This change has been instituted to save time, 
space, and publication costs. It is believed that the revised method 
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will cause no great inconvenience to the reader. Dr. Metcalf himself 
advocated it under certain conditions, and it is felt that its use would 
have met with his approval. 

Under the system used here, and to be used for subsequent por- 
tions of the Cicadelloidea catalogue, the literature references are 
cited by author, year, and key letter, e.g. Fabricius 1802a. The 
full reference can be obtained by consulting the Bibliography of the 
Cicadelloidea in which authors are arranged alphabetically, and their 
works chronologically under the author’s name. This method of 
citation eliminates the necessity for a complete literature citation 
in the catalogue proper. 

The Family Ledridae consists of 52 genera and 294 species. This 
family may be characterized as follows: 

The species vary in length from 5 mm. to 30 mm. The head is 
usually somewhat flattened and is often spatulate. The ocelli are 
located on or near the disc of the crown, not near the eyes nor the 
anterior margin of the crown. The clypeus is elongate and the 
transclypeal sulcus distinct. The clypellus is very small, not much 
broader basally than at the apex. The genae are not strongly ex- 
panded laterally. The forewings often have a reticulate venation, 
and may or may not have an appendix. The pronotum is usually 
declivous anteriorly. The hind tibiae bear paired apical macrosetae 
and a preapical macroseta. The hind tibiae have at least some of 
the macrosetae occurring on protuberant bases. 

The following classification has been adopted for this family: 
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Two of the species in the present catalogue have a distribution 
covering two or more zoogeographic regions, and one species is from 
an unknown locality. The other species are recorded as follows: 
16 from the Nearctic Region, one from the Caribbean Region, 16 
from the Neotropical Region, 47 from the Palearctic Region, 22 
from the Ethiopian Region, 58 from the Oriental Region, 34 from 
the Malaysian Region, 2 from the Austromalayan Region, 88 from 
the Australian Region, and 7 from the Maorian Region. 
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The known geographic distribution of each species is indicated by 
superscript figures at the end of the lines, which correspond to geo- 
graphic regions designated by the same superscript figures. In gen- 
eral, the distribution is as given by the author of the reference, the 
country being the smallest unit, except in the case of larger coun- 
tries, where States and Provinces are considered the smallest units. 
In the larger island groups the individual islands are indicated 
wherever possible in view of the importance of island endemism.

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INTRODUCTION 


A catalogue of animals should serve practically all fields of biology. 
It, therefore, should be as complete a listing of all the records of 
families, subfamilies, tribes, genera, species, and varieties as it is 
possible for the author to assemble. The nature of the reference is 
of the greatest importance. A student of zoogeography should be 
able to find a complete list of the regions inhabited by the various 
species. The student of ecology should be able to find references 
to all that is known about the life history, food plants, and other 
pertinent data. The student of economic entomology should be able 
to check the histories of those species that are suspected of being 
injurious to plants. The plant disease specialist should be able to 
check the current nomenclature of the species that are disease vec- 
tors or are suspected of being disease vectors. Those research work- 
ers studying morphology, physiology, or genetics should be able to 
trace development in the field of their special interest. And finally, 
the student of taxonomy should be relieved of the burden of search- 
ing for past recordings, and the journals which publish taxonomic 
papers should be relieved of publishing past records and duplicating 
synonymy that is already well known. Thus it would be necessary 
to record only synonymy that has been developed since the publica- 
tion of the catalogue. 

In this, as in other catalogues of the present series, the family is 
divided into genera, which are arranged in as nearly a phylogenetic 
order as our present knowledge will permit. The species are arranged 
under the genera in alphabetic sequence. 

The notes that follow the references are generally self-explanatory, 
but three points may be mentioned here. Such notations as “[de- 
seribed],” “[notes],” “[key],” and the like are intended to be sug- 
gestive rather than precise or exclusive. The notation “[error]” 
means not accepted in this catalogue. Usually, the latest published 
synonymy is accepted, but not always. The notation “[comparative 
note]” is used to designate those references, often of the greatest 
taxonomic significance, in which two generic, specific, or other groups 
are compared. All references have been checked against the original 
save those marked with an asterisk (*), which have been accepted 
from reliable sources. Every effort has been made to have the refer- 
ences full and complete, and to give an indication of the character 
of the data contained. Where the writer knows that reprints have 
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been issued with different pagination, this is indicated in parentheses 
following the page numbers of the original. In the few cases where 
the matter has been reprinted under a different title with different 
pagination, separate references are given. Authentic editions that 
have been republished have been entered as separate references. 
Genera established without included species have been dated from 
their original description, with their type fixation dated at the ear- 
liest time the action can logically be interpreted to have occurred. 

Original spellings have been retained in all cases, except obvious 
typographical errors. Typographical errors are indicated by placing 
“Tsic|” after the misspelled name. This is not for the purpose of 
calling attention to the mistakes, but to make certain that students 
following the catalogue have a clear understanding of what is 
implied. 

The determination of typographical errors is not always easy. 
These errors range from clearly apparent transpositions of letters, to 
misspelled names of individuals, geographical locations, et cetera. 
So many generic names have been formed by the transposition and 
substitution of letters that one is often at a loss to know which names 
are misspelled and which are not; for example, Veokolla and K conolla, 
or Alebra, L'labra, and Lualebra. 

All variations in spelling save those which refer to endings only, 
are appropriately cross-referred. The species have also been listed 
under every known generic combination so that it is possible to find 
any species without recourse to the index, which will be published 
at the completion of the Fascicle. 

The writer takes no pride in the authorship of nomina nova. He 
uses them only when he thinks they are necessary. No new names 
are proposed for species or genera described by living authors without 
first giving the original author an opportunity to correct primary 
or secondary homonyms. 

A catalogue is not a revision of a group. The location of the 
genera and species in the present catalogue is merely an attempt to 
reflect what is believed to be the general consensus of the best au- 
thorities at the present time. Doubtful genera and species have 
been included to call them to the attention of subsequent revisers. 

An attempt has been made throughout this catalogue to interpret 
all references in the light of the period in which they were pub- 
lished. This is not always easy and leads perhaps to erroneous 
conclusions at times, but it is certainly much sounder from the stand- 
point of nomenclature than the tendency to evaluate references from 
previous decades in the light of present-day practices and procedures. 

In this series we have departed from our previous method of giving 
latinized names to varieties that in the past have been designated 
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by Arabic letters, Greek letters, numbers, or other designations. All 
varieties are catalogued, however, under the first designation regard- 
less of its form. Some of these varieties may prove to be valid 
species with further study and then may be given latinized 
designations. 

Primary homonyms of species have been replaced by nomina nova, 
secondary homonyms have been restored to their original names if 
the homonymy has been relieved by moving one or the other, or both 
species, to other genera. 

All specific endings have been modified to agree with the sug- 
gestions made by Blackwelder 1940, Journal of the Washington 
Academy of Sciences 31: 135-140. There are certain disadvantages 
inherent in this method, but it seems to the writer that these limita- 
tions are outweighed by the advantages. We are confronted by so 
many coined words that can have no gender it seems better to use 
this system and disregard apparent violations of Latin and Greek 
grammar. Where the gender of generic names can be determined, 
the appropriate adjustments are made in the specific names. 

In a detailed catalogue such as this it is practically impossible to 
eliminate all errors. We will appreciate it very much if our attention 
is directed to all such mistakes. It is especially easy to overlook local 
lists published in the proceedings of local natural history societies, 
references to species of economic importance published in scientific 
agricultural journals, references to vectors of plant diseases published 
in phytopathological journals, and references of a similar nature. It 
will be very much appreciated if authors will send us reprints of all 
articles dealing with the Homoptera. Also, it would seem that no 
changes in the nomenclature adopted in this catalogue should be made 
in the future without a full explanation. 

All literature available to the writer before December 31, 1955, has 
been included in this catalogue. 

The present catalogue of the Family Ulopidae is the fifth part of 
the Cicadelloidea. This was virtually complete at the time of the 
death of Dr. Z. P. Metcalf on January 5, 1956. It was completed with 
the aid of Miss Virginia Wade, research analyst, North Carolina 
State College, who worked with Dr. Metcalf for 7 years, and the tech- 
nical advice of Dr. David A. Young, Jr., North Carolina State College, 
and Dr. P. W. Oman, formerly in charge of the Insect Identification 
and Parasite Introduction Research Branch, Entomology Research 
Division, Agricultural Research Service, U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, Beltsville, Md. The higher categories utilized in this classi- 
fication are those decided upon by Dr. Metcalf during his work on 
the catalogue. 

In this part of the catalogue a method of literature citation has been 
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adopted which differs from that used in the catalogues of the fulgoroid 
families. References are cited by author, year, and key letter, e.g., 
Fabricius 1802a. The full reference can be obtained by consulting 
the Bibliography of the Cicadelloidea, in which authors are arranged 
alphabetically, and their works chronologically under the author’s 
name. This method of citation eliminates the necessity for a com- 
plete literature citation in the catalogue proper, and thus saves time, 
space, and publication costs. It is believed that the revised method 
will cause no great inconvenience to the reader. Dr. Metcalf himself 
advocated it under certain conditions, and it is felt that he would have 
approved its use for his catalogues. 

The Family Ulopidae consists of 29 genera and 93 species. This 
family may be characterized as follows: 

Small, brown leafhoppers. Dorsum of head and pronotum, and 
surface of fore wings with numerous pits and often with short, white 
setae. Head with antennal ledges prominent, curved; clypellus often 
long, narrow; transclypeal sulcus distinct; maxillary sutures usually 
present, not always distinct; eyes prominent, usually bulbous; ocelli 
absent or present in varying locations. Pronotum with a pair of 
anterolateral depressions; scutellum with a distinct sulcus. Fore 
wings occasionally greatly reduced; hind wings occasionally absent. 
Hind tibiae with macrosetae arising from elevated bases. 

A number of species live near the ground at the base of grasses, 
rushes, and other plants, and some have been reported feeding at 
the surface on the roots. Many species are poor flyers, and in some 
the function of flight has been lost. Many are also poor jumpers. 

The following classification has been adopted for this family: 
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The species have been recorded from the following zoogeographic 
regions: 6 from the Nearctic Region, 1 from the Caribbean Region, 1 
from the Neotropical Region, 20 from the Palearctic Region, 24 from 
the Ethiopian Region, 11 from the Oriental Region, 1 from the Ma- 
laysian Region, 24 from the Australian Region, and 5 from the Maorian 
Region. 

The known geographic distribution of each species is indicated by 
superscript figures at the end of the lines, which correspond to geo- 
graphic regions designated by the same superscript figures. In gen- 
eral the distribution is as given by the author of the reference, the 
country being considered the smallest unit, except in the case of large 
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countries, where states and provinces are the smallest units. In the 
larger island groups the individual islands are indicated wherever 
possible in view of the importance of island endemism.

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PREFACE 


A catalog of animals should serve practically all fields of biology. 
It therefore should be as complete a listing of all the records of families, 
subfamilies, tribes, genera, species, and varieties as it is possible for 
the author to assemble. The nature of the reference is of the greatest 
importance. A student of zoogeography should be able to find a 
complete list of the regions inhabited by the various species. The 
student of ecology should be able to find references to all that is known 
about the life history, food plants, and other pertinent data. The 
student of economic entomology should be able to check the histories 
of those species that are suspected of being injurious to plants. The 
plant disease specialist should be able ‘to check the current nomen- 
clature of the species that are disease vectors or are suspected of 
being disease vectors. Those research workers studying morphology, 
physiology, or genetics should be able to trace development in the 
field of their special interest. And finally, the student of taxonomy 
should be relieved of the burden of searching for past recordings, and 
the journals which publish taxonomic papers should be relieved of 
publishing past records and duplicating synonymy that is already well 
known. Thus it would be necessary to record only synonymy that 
has been developed since publication of the catalogue. 

In this, as in other catalogues of the present series, the family is 
divided into genera, which are arranged in as nearly a phylogenetic 
order as our present knowledge will permit. The species are arranged 
under the genera in alphabetic sequence. 

The notes that follow the references are generally self-explanatory, 
but three points may be mentioned here. Such notations as ‘“‘{de- 
scribed],’’ ‘‘[notes],”’ ‘‘[key],’’ and the like are intended to be suggestive 
rather than precise or exclusive. The notation ‘‘{error]’’ means not 
accepted in this catalogue. Usually, the latest published synonymy 
is accepted, but not always. The notation ‘‘[comparative note]’’ is 
used to designate those references, often of the greatest taxonomic 
significance, in which two generic, specific, or other groups are com- 
pared. All references have been checked against the original save 
those marked with an asterisk (*), which have been accepted from 
reliable sources. Every effort has been made to have the references 
full and complete, and to give an indication of the character of the 
data contained. Where the writer knows that reprints have been 
issued with different pagination, this is indicated in parentheses 
following the page numbers of the original. In the few cases where 
the matter has been reprinted under a different title with different 
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pagination, separate references are given. Authentic editions that 
have been republished have been entered as separate references. 
Genera established without included species have been dated from 
their original description, with their type fixation dated at the earliest 
time the action can logically be interpreted to have occurred. 

Original spellings have been retained in all cases, except obvious 
typographical errors. Typographical errors are indicated by placing 
“{sic]” after the misspelled name. This is not for the purpose of 
calling attention to the mistakes, but to make certain that students 
following the catalogue have a clear understanding of what is implied. 

The determination of typographical errors is not always easy. 
These errors range from clearly apparent transpositions of letters, to 
misspelled names of individuals, geographical locations, et cetera. So 
many generic names have been formed by the transposition and 
substitution of letters that one is often at a loss to know which names 
are misspelled and which are not; for example, Neokolla and Keonolla, 
or Alebra, Elabra, and Eualebra. 

All variations in spelling save those which refer to endings only, are 
appropriately cross-referred. The species have also been listed under 
every known generic combination so that it is possible to find any 
species without recourse to the index, which will be published at the 
completion of the Fascicle. 

The writer takes no pride in the authorship of nomina nova. He 
uses them only when he thinks they are necessary. No new names are 
proposed for species or genera described by living authors without 
first giving the original author an opportunity to correct primary or 
secondary homonyms. 

A catalogue is not a revision of a group. The location of the genera 
and species in the present catalogue is merely an attempt to reflect 
what is believed to be the general consensus of the best authorities at 
the present time. Doubtful genera and species have been included 
to call them to the attention of subsequent revisers. 

An attempt has been made throughout this catalogue to interpret 
all references in the light of the period in which they were published. 
This is not always easy and leads perhaps to erroneous conclusions at 
times, but it is certainly much sounder from the standpoint of nomen- 
clature than the tendency to evaluate references from previous decades 
in the light of present-day practices and procedures. 

In this series we have departed from our previous method of giving 
latinized names to varieties that in the past have been designated by 
Arabic letters, Greek letters, numbers, or other designations. All 
varieties are catalogued, however, under the first designation regard- 
less of its form. Some of these varieties may prove to be valid species 
with further study and then may be given latinized designations, 
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Primary homonyms of species have been replaced by nomina nova; 
secondary homonyms have been restored to their original names if the 
homonymy has been relieved by moving one or the other, or both 
species, to other genera. 

All specific endings have been modified to agree with the suggestions 
made by Blackwelder 1940, Journal of the Washington Academy of 
Sciences 31: 135-140. There are certain disadvantages inherent in 
this method, but it seems to the writer that these limitations are out- 
weighed by the advantages. We are confronted by so many coined 
words-that can have no gender it seems better to use this system and 
disregard apparent violations of Latin and Greek grammar. Where 
the gender of generic names can be determined, the appropriate 
adjustments are made in the specific names. 

In a detailed catalogue such as this, it is practically impossible to 
eliminate all errors. We will appreciate it very much if our attention 
is directed to all such mistakes. It is especially easy to overlook local 
lists published in the proceedings of local natural history societies, 
references to species of economic importance published in scientific 
agricultural journals, references to vectors of plant diseases published 
in phyto-pathological journals, and references of a similar nature. It 
will be very much appreciated if authors will send us reprints of all 
articles dealing with the Homoptera. Also, it would seem that no 
changes in the nomenclature adopted in this catalogue should be made 
in the future without a full explanation. 

All literature available to the writer before December 31, 1955, has 
been included in this catalogue. 

The present catalogue of the Family Evacanthidae is the sixth part 
of the Cicadelloidea. This was virtually complete at the time of the 
death of Dr. Z. P. Metcalf on January 5, 1956. It was completed 
with the aid of Miss Virginia Wade, research analyst, North Carolina 
State College, who worked with Dr. Metcalf for 7 years, and the 
technical advice of Dr. David A. Young, Jr., North Carolina State 
College, and Dr. P. W. Oman, formerly in charge of the Insect Identi- 
fication and Parasite Introduction Research Branch, Entomology 
Research Division, Agricultural Research Service, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, Beltsville, Md. The higher categories utilized in this 
classification are those decided upon by Dr. Metcalf during his work 
on the catalogue. 

In this part of the catalogue a method of literature citation has been 
adopted which differs from that used in the catalogues of the fulgoroid 
families. References are cited by author, year, and key letter, e.g., 
Fabricius 1802a. The full reference can be obtained by consulting 
the Bibliography of the Cicadelloidea, in which authors are arranged 

alphabetically, and their works chronologically under the author’s 
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name. This method of citation eliminates the necessity for a complete 
literature citation in the catalogue proper, and thus saves time, space, 
and publication costs. It is believed that the revised method will 
cause no great inconvenience to the reader. Dr. Metcalf himself 
advocated it under certain conditions, and it is felt that he would have 
approved its use for his catalogues. 

The Family Evacanthidae consists of 12 genera and 57 species. 
This family may be characterized as follows: 

Includes robust leafhoppers 4.5-9 mm. in length. The head 
characteristically has a median coronal and a median facial carina, 
with a pair of additional convergent cariane on the crown. The ocelli 
are located near the anterior margin of the crown, often in depressions. 
A well-defined antennal ledge may or may not be present. The 
pronotum has the lateral margins parallel or convergent anteriorly, in 
dorsal aspect. The fore wing has no cross-vein in the anterior cell. 
The hind wing has four apical cells. The hind tibial spines may have 
well-developed or weak spines. The hind femoral setal formula is 
2:1:1 in most species. The pygofer has processes, and the styles are 
short. ‘The species may be black or brown, sometimes marked with 
yellow, or they may be green. Some species have been reported from 
grass, and one species from hops.

The species have been recorded from the following zoogeographical 
regions: 24 from the Palearctic Region, 1 from the Nearctic Region, 
16 from the Oriental Region, 1 from the Austromalayan Region, 
10 from the Malaysian Region, 2 from the Ethiopian Region, and 
13 from two or more regions. 

The known geographic distribution of each species is indicated by 
superscript figures at the end of the lines, which correspond to ge- 
ographic regions designated by the same superscript figures. In 
general, the distribution is as given by the author of the reference, 
the country being considered the smallest unit, except in the case 
of large countries, where states and provinces are the smallest units. 
In the larger island groups the individual islands are indicated 
wherever possible in view of the importance of island endemism.

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INTRODUCTION 


A catalogue of animals should serve practically all fields of biology. 
It therefore should be as complete a listing of all the records of families, 
subfamilies, tribes, genera, species, and varieties as it is possible for 
the author to assemble. The nature of the reference is of the greatest 
importance. A student of zoogeography should be able to find a 
complete list of the regions inhabited by the various species. The 
student of ecology should be able to find references to all that is known 
about the life history, food plants, and other pertinent data. The 
student of economic entomology should be able to check the histories 
of those species that are suspected of being injurious to plants. The 
plant disease specialist should be able to check the current nomen- 
clature of the species that are disease vectors or are suspected of being 
disease vectors. Those research workers studying morphology, 
physiology, or genetics should be able to trace development in the 
field of their special interest. And finally, the student of taxonomy 
should be relieved of the burden of searching for past recordings, and 
the journals which publish taxonomic papers should be relieved of 
publishing past records and duplicating synonymy that is already 
well known. Thus it would be necessary to record only synonymy 
that has been developed since publication of the catalogue. 

In this, as in other catalogues of the present series, the family is 
divided into genera, which are arranged in as nearly a phylogenetic 
order as our present knowledge will permit. The species are arranged 
under the genera in alphabetic sequence. 

The notes that follow the references are generally self-explanatory, 
but three points may be mentioned here. Such notations as “[de- 
scribed],”’ “‘[notes],”’ ‘‘[key],’”’ and the like are intended to be suggestive 
rather than precise or exclusive. The notation “[error]’? means not 
accepted in this catalogue. Usually, the latest published synonymy 
is accepted, but not always. The notation “(comparative note]’’ is 
used to designate those references, often of the greatest taxonomic 
significance, in which two generic, specific, or other groups are com- 
pared. All references have been checked against the original save 
those marked with an asterisk (*), which bave been accepted from 
reliable sources. Every effort has been made to have the references 
full and complete, and to give an indication of the character of the 
data contained. Where the writer knows that reprints have been 
issued with different pagination, this is indicated in parentheses 
following the page numbers of the original. In the few cases where 
the matter has been reprinted under a different title with different 
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pagination, separate references are given. Authentic editions that 
have been republished have been cited as separate references. Genera 


established without included species have been dated from their — 


original description, with their type fixation dated at the earliest 
time the action can logically be interpreted to have occurred. 
Original spellings have been retained in all cases, except obvious 


typographical errors. ‘Typographical errors are indicated by placing | 
‘sic’? after the misspelled name. This is not for the purpose of | 


calling attention to the mistakes, but to make certain that students 
following the catalogue have a clear understanding of what is implied. 
The determination of typographical errors is not always easy. 


These errors range from clearly apparent transpositions of letters, to | 
misspelled names of individuals, geographical locations, et cetera. — 


So many generic names have been formed by the transposition and 
substitution of letters that one is often at a loss to know which names 
are misspelled and which are not; for example, Neokolla and Keonolla, 
or Alebra, Elabra, and Eualebra. 

All variations in spelling save those which refer to endings only, 
are appropriately cross-referred. The species have also been listed 
under every known generic combination so that it is possible to find 
any species without recourse to the index, which will be published at 
the completion of the Fascicle. 

The writer takes no pride in the authorship of nomina nova. He 
uses them only when he thinks they are necessary. No new names 
are proposed for species or genera described by living authors without 
first giving the original author an opportunity to correct primary or 
secondary homonyms. 

A catalogue is not a revision of a group. The location of the genera 
and species in the present catalogue is merely an attempt to reflect 
what is believed to be the general consensus of the best authorities at 
the present time. Doubtful genera and species have been included to 
call them to the attention of subsequent revisers. 

An attempt has been made throughout this catalogue to interpret 
all references in the light of the period in which they were published. 
This is not always easy and leads perhaps to erroneous conclusions at 
times, but it is certainly much sounder from the standpoint of nomen- 
clature than the tendency to evaluate references from previous decades 
in the light of present-day practices and procedures. 

In this series we have departed from our previous method of giving 
latinized names to varieties that in the past have been designated by 
Arabic letters, Greek letters, numbers, or other designations. All 
varieties are catalogued, however, under the first designation, regard- 
less of its form. Some of these varieties may prove to be valid species 
with further study and then may be given latinized designations. 
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Primary homonyms of species have been replaced by nomina nova; 
secondary homonyms have been restored to their original names if the 
homonymy has been relieved by moving one or the other, or both 
species, to other genera. 

All specitic endings have been modified to agree with the suggestions 
made by Blackwelder 1940, Journal of the Washington Academy of 
Sciences 31: 1385-140. There are certain disadvantages inherent in 
this method, but it seems to the writer that these limitations are out- 
weighed by the advantages. We are confronted by so many coined 
words that can have no gender it seems better to use this system and 
disregard apparent violations of Latin and Greek grammar. Where 
the gender of generic names can be determined, the appropriate ad- 
justments are made in the specific names. 

In a detailed catalogue such as this it is practically impossible to 
eliminate all errors. We will appreciate it very much if our attention 
is directed to all such mistakes. It is especially easy to overlook lists 
published in the proceedings of local natural history societies, refer- 
ences to species of economic importance published in scientific agri- 
cultural journals, references to vectors of plant diseases published in 
phytopathological journals, and references of a similar nature. It 
will be very much appreciated if authors will send us reprints of all 
articles dealing with the Homoptera. Also, it would seem that no 
changes in the nomenclature adopted in this catalogue should be made 
in the future without a full explanation. 

All literature available to the writer before December 31, 1955, has 
been included in this catalogue. 

The present catalogue of the Family Nirvanidae is the seventh part 
of the Cicadelloidea. This was virtually complete at the time of the 
death of Dr. Z. P. Metcalf on January 5, 1956. It was completed 
with the aid of Miss Virginia Wade, research analyst, North Carolina 
State College, who worked with Dr. Metcalf for 7 years, and the 
technical advice of Dr. David A. Young, North Carolina State 
College, and Dr. P. W. Oman, formerly in charge of the Insect Identi- 
fication and Parasite Introduction Research Branch, Entomology 
Research Division, Agricultural Research Service, U.S. Department 

of Agriculture, Beltsville, Md. The higher categories utilized in this 
classification are those decided upon by Dr. Metcalf during his work 
on the catalogue. 

_ In this part of the catalogue a method of literature citation has been 
adopted which differs from that used in the catalogues of the fulgoroid 
families. References are cited by author, year, and key letter, e.g., 
Fabricius 1802a. The full reference can be obtained by consulting the 
Bibliography of the Cicadelloidea, in which authors are arranged 
alphabetically, and their works chronologically under the author’s 
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name. This method of citation eliminates the necessity for a complete 
literature citation in the catalogue proper, and thus saves time, space, 
and publication costs. It is believed that the revised method will 
cause no great inconvenience to the reader. Dr. Metcalf himself 
advocated it under certain conditions, and it is felt that he would have 
approved its use for his catalogues. 

The Family Nirvanidae consists of twenty-eight genera and seventy- 
five species. This family may be characterized as follows: 

Somewhat flattened leafhoppers of medium size, 5-9 mm. in length, 
and yellow, white, or orange in color, sometimes marked with red or 
dark markings. ‘The antennae are long, and the antennal ledges are 
usually prominent. The ocelli are located on the crown of the head. 
The transclypeal sulcus is sometimes distinct. The pronotum has 
lateral margins, which are parallel or convergent in dorsal aspect. In 
some species there are reflexed veins to the costal margin in the apical 
half of the anterior cell of the forewing. The hind femoral setal 
formula is 2:2:1. Sexual dimorphism occurs in some genera. The 
reported food plants include sugarcane, grasses, legumes, and 
Casuarina.

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INTRODUCTION 


A catalogue of animals should serve practically all fields of biology. 
It therefore should be as complete a listing of all the records of 
families, subfamilies, tribes, genera, species, and varieties as it is 
possible for the author to assemble. The nature of the reference is of 
the greatest importance. A student of zoogeography should be able 
to find a complete list of the regions inhabited by the various species. 
The student of ecology should be able to find references to all that is 
known about the life history, food plants, and other pertinent data. 
The student of economic entomology should be able to check the 
histories of those species that are suspected of being injurious to 
plants. The plant disease specialist should be able to check the current 
nomenclature of the species that are disease vectors, or are suspected 
of being disease vectors. Those research workers studying morphology, 
physiology, or genetics should be able to trace development in the 
field of their special interest. And finally, the student of taxonomy 
should be relieved of the burden of searching for past recordings, and 
the journals which publish taxonomic papers should be relieved of 
publishing past records and duplicating synonymy that is already 
well known. Thus it would be necessary to record only synonymy 
that has been developed since publication of the catalogue. 

In this, as in other catalogues of the present series, the family is 
divided into genera, which are arranged in as nearly a phylogenetic 
order as our present knowledge will permit. The species are arranged 
under the genera in alphabetic sequence. 

The notes that follow the references are generally self-explanatory, 
but three points may be mentioned here. Such notations as “|de- 
scribed],”’ “‘[notes],’’ “[key],’’ and the like are intended to be suggestive 
rather than precise or exclusive. The notation “[error]’”? means not 
accepted in this catalogue. Usually, the latest published synonymy 
is accepted, but not always. The notation “[comparative note]’”’ is 
used to designate those references, often of the greatest taxonomic 
significance, in which two generic, specific, or other groups are com- 
pared. All references have been checked against the original save 
those marked with an asterisk (*), which have been accepted from 
reliable sources. Every effort has been made to have the references 
full and complete, and to give an indication of the character of the 
data contained. Where the writer knows that reprints have been 
issued with different pagination, this is indicated in parentheses 
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following the page numbers of the original. In the few cases where the 
matter has been reprinted under a different title with different pagina- 
tion, separate references are given. Where authentic editions have 
been republished, they are cited as separate references. Genera 
established without included species have been dated from their 
original description, with their type fixation dated at the earliest time 
the action can logically be interpreted to have occurred. 

Original spellings have been retained in all cases, except obvious 
typographical errors. Typographical errors are indicated by placing 
“{sic|”? after the misspelled name. This is not for the purpose of 
calling attention to mistakes, but to make certain that students 
following the catalogue have a clear understanding of what is implied. 

The determination of typographical errors is not always easy. 
These errors range from clearly apparent transpositions of letters 
to misspelled names of individuals, geographical locations, et cetera. 
So many generic names have been formed by the transposition and 
substitution of letters that one is often at a loss to know which names 
are misspelled and which are not; for example, Neokolla and Keonolla, 
or Alebra, Elabra, and Hualebra. 

All variations in spelling save those which refer to endings only are 
appropriately cross-referred. The species have also been listed under 
every known generic combination so that it is possible to find any 
species without recourse to the index, which will be published at the 
completion of the Fascicle. 

The writer takes no pride in the authorship of nomina nova. He 
uses them only when he thinks they are necessary. No new names are 
proposed for species or genera described by living authors without 
first giving the original author an opportunity to correct primary or 
secondary homonyms. 

A catalogue is not a revision of a group. The location of the 
genera and species in the present catalogue is merely an attempt 
to reflect what is believed to be the general consensus of the best 
authorities at the present time. Doubtful genera and species have 
been included to call them to the attention of subsequent revisers. 

An attempt has been made throughout this catalogue to interpret 
all references in the light of the period in which they were published. 
This is not always easy and leads perhaps to erroneous conclusions 
at times, but it is certainly much sounder from the standpoint of 
nomenclature than the tendency to evaluate references from previous 
decades in the light of present-day practices and procedures. 

In this series we have departed from our previous method of giving 
latinized names to varieties that in the past have been designated 
by Arabic letters, Greek letters, numbers, or other designations. All 
varieties are catalogued, however, under the first designation, re- 
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gardless of its form. Some of these varieties may prove to be valid 
species with further study and then may be given latinized designa- 
tions. 

Primary homonyms of species have been replaced by nomina nova; 
secondary homonyms have been restored to their original names if 
the homonymy has been relieved by moving one or the other, or both 
species, to other genera. 

All specific endings have been modified to agree with the suggestions 
made by Blackwelder 1940, Journal of the Washington Academy of 
Sciences 31: 135-140. There are certain disadvantages inherent in 
this method, but it seems to the writer that these limitations are out- 
weighed by the advantages. We are confronted by so many coined 
words that can have no gender it seems better to use this system and 
disregard apparent violations of Latin and Greek grammar. Where 
the gender of generic names can be determined, the appropriate 
adjustments are made in the specific names. 

In a detailed catalogue such as this it is practically impossible to 
eliminate all errors. We will appreciate it very much if our attention 
is directed to all such mistakes. It is especially easy to overlook lists 
published in the proceedings of local natural history societies, refer- 
ences to species of economic importance published in scientific agri- 
cultural journals, references to vectors of plant diseases published in 
phytopathological jovrnals, and references of a similar nature. It 
will be very much appreciated if authors will send us reprints of all 
articles dealing with the Homoptera. Also, it would seem that no 
changes in the nomenclature adopted in this catalogue should be 
made in the future without a full explanation. 

All literature available to the writer before December 31, 1955, has 
been included in this catalogue. 

The present catalogue of the Family Aphrodidae is the eighth part 
of the Cicadelloidea. This was virtually complete at the time of the 
death of Dr. Z. P. Metcalf on January 5, 1956. It was completed 
with the aid of Miss Virginia Wade, research analyst, North Carolina 
State College, who worked with Dr. Metcalf for 7 years, and the 
technical advice of Dr. David A. Young, North Carolina State 
College, and Dr. P. W. Oman, formerly in charge of the Insect Identi- 
fication and Parasite Introduction Research Branch, Entomology 
Research Division, Agricultural Research Service, U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, Beltsville, Md. The higher categories utilized in this 
classification are those decided upon by Dr. Metcalf during his work 
on the catalogue. 

In this part of the catalogue a method of literature citation has 
been adopted which differs from that used in the catalogues of the 
fulgoroid families. References are cited by author, year, and key 
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letter, e.g., Fabricius 1802a. The full reference can be obtained by 
consulting the Bibliography of the Cicadelloidea in which authors are 
arranged alphabetically, and their works chronologically under the 
author’s name. This method of citation eliminates the necessity for 
a complete literature citation in the catalogue proper, and thus saves 
time, space, and publication costs. It is believed that the revised 
method will cause no great inconvenience to the reader. Dr. Metcalf 
himself advocated it under certain conditions, and it is felt that he 
would have approved its use for his catalogues. 

The Family Aphrodidae consists of 27 genera and 119 species. In 
recent years there have been differences of opinion among  special- 
ists concerning which groups should be included in the Aphrodidae. 
The genera included below are, for the most part, those listed in 
Evans 1947a under the tribes Aphrodini and Errhomenellini. Fam- 
ily characters are not listed here because the diagnostic characters 
heretofore published for this group are weak, in some cases inaccu- 
rate, and obviously in need of restudy. 

The following classification has been adopted for this family:

The known geographic distribution of each species is indicated by 
superscript figures at the end of the lines, which correspond to geo- 
eraphic regions designated by the same superscript figures. In 
general the distribution is as given by the author of the reference, 
the country being considered the smallest unit, except in the case of 
large countries, where states and provinces are the smallest units. 
In the larger island groups, the individual islands are indicated 
wherever possible in view of the importance of island endemism.

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INTRODUCTION 


A catalogue of animals should serve practically all fields of biology. 
Tt should therefore be as complete a listing of all the records of fam- 
ilies, subfamilies, tribes, genera, species, and varieties as it is possible 
for the author toassemble. The nature of the reference is of the great- 
est importance. A student of zoogeography should be able to find a 
complete list of the regions inhabited by the various species. The 
student of ecology should be able to find references to all that is known 
about the life history, food plants, and other pertinent data. The 
student of economic entomology should be able to check the histories 
of those species that are suspected of being injurious to plants. The 
plant disease specialist should be able to check the current nomen- 
clature of the species which are disease vectors or suspected of being 
disease vectors. Those research workers studying morphology, phys- 
iology, or genetics should be able to trace the development in the 
field of their special interest. And lastly, the student of taxonomy 
should be relieved of the burden of searching for past recordings, and 
the journals which publish taxonomic papers should be relieved of 
publishing past records and duplicating synonymy that is already well 
known. ‘Thus, it would be necessary to record only synonymy that 
has been developed since publication of the catalogue. 

In this, as in other catalogues of the present series, the family is 
divided into genera which are arranged in as nearly phylogenetic 
order as our present knowledge will permit. The species are arranged 
under the genera in alphabetic sequence. 

The notes that follow the references are generally self-explana- 
tory, but three points may be mentioned here. Such notations as “| de- 
scribed ],” “[notes],” “[key],” and the like are intended to be sug- 
gestive rather than precise or exclusive. The notation “[error]” 
means not accepted in this catalogue. Usually, the latest published 
synonymy is accepted, but not always. The notation “[ comparative 
note]” is used to designate those references, often of the greatest tax- 
onomic significance, in which two generic, specific, or other groups are 
compared. All references have been checked against the original 
save those marked with an asterisk (*), which have been accepted 
from reliable sources. Every effort has been made to have the ref- 
erences full and complete and to give an indication of the character 
of the data contained. Where the writer knows that reprints have 
been issued with different pagination, this is indicated in parentheses 
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following the page numbers of the original. In a few cases, where 
the matter has been reprinted under a different title with different 
pagination, separate references are given. Where authentic editions 
have been republished, these have been indicated by separate refer- 
ences. Genera established without included species have been dated 
from their original description, with their type fixation dated at the 
earliest time the action can logically be interpreted to have occurred. 
Original spellings have been retained in all cases, except obvious typo- 
graphical errors. Typographical errors are indicated by placing 
“Tsic]” after the misspelled name. This is not for the purpose of 
calling attention to the mistakes authors have made but to make cer- 
tain that students following the catalogue have a clear understanding 
of what is implied. 

The determination of typographical errors is not always easy. 
These errors range from clearly apparent transpositions of letters, to 
misspelled names of individuals, geographical locations, et cetera. 
So many generic names have been formed by the transposition and 
substitution of letters that one is often at a loss to know which names 
are misspelled and which are not; for example, Veokolla and Keonolla, 
or Alebra, Elabra, and Fualebra. 

All variations in spelling save those which refer to endings only 
are appropriately cross-referred. The species have also been listed 
under every known generic combination so that it is possible to find 
any species without recourse to the index, which will be published at 
the completion of the Fascicle. 

The writer takes no pride in the authorship of nomina nova. He 
uses them only when he thinks they are necessary. No new names 
are proposed for species or genera described by living authors without 
first giving the original author an opportunity to correct primary or 
secondary homonyms. 

A catalogue is not a revision of a group, and the location of the 
genera and species in the present catalogue is merely an attempt to 
reflect what is believed to be the general consensus of the best authori- 
ties at the present time. Doubtful genera and species have been in- 
cluded to call them to the attention of subsequent revisers. 

An attempt has been made throughout this catalogue to interpret 
all references in the light of the period in which they were published. 
This is not always easy and leads perhaps to erroneous conclusions 
at times, but it is certainly much sounder from the standpoint of no- 
menclature than the tendency to evaluate references from previous 
decades in the light of present-day practices and procedures. 

In this series we have departed from our previous practice of giving 
latinized names to varieties which in the past have been designated by 
Arabic letters, Greek letters, numbers, or other designations. All va- 
rieties are catalogued, however, under the first designation regardless 
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of its form. Some of these varieties may prove to be valid species 
with further study and then may be given latinized designations. 

Primary homonyms of species have been replaced by nomina nova; 
secondary homonyms have been restored to their original names if the 
homonymy has been relieved by moving one or the other, or both spe- 
cies, to other genera. 

All specific endings have been modified to agree with the sugges- 
tions made by Blackwelder 1940, Journal of the Washington Academy 
of Sciences 31: 135-140. There are certain disadvantages inherent 
in this method, but it seems to the writer that these limitations are out- 
weighed by the advantages of this system. We are confronted by so 
many coined words that can have no gender that it seems better to 
use this system and disregard apparent violations of Latin and Greek 
grammar. Where the gender of generic names can be determined, 
the appropriate adjustments are made in the specific names. 

In a detailed catalogue such as this it is practically impossible to 
eliminate all errors. We will appreciate it very much if our atten- 
tion is directed to all such mistakes. It is especially easy to overlook 
lists published in the proceedings of local naturai history societies, 
references to species of economic importance published in scientific 
agricultural journals, references to vectors of plant diseases published 
in phytopathological journals, and references of a similar nature. It 
will be very much appreciated if authors will send us reprints of all 
articles dealing with the Homoptera. Also, it would seem that no 
changes in the nomenclature adopted in this catalogue should be made 
in the future without a full explanation. 

All literature available to the writer before December 31, 1955, has 
been included in this catalogue. 

The present catalogue of the Family Hecalidae is the ninth part of 
the Cicadelloidea. This was virtually complete at the time of the 
death of Dr. Z. P. Metcalf on January 5, 1956. It was completed 
with the aid of Miss Virginia Wade, research analyst,, N.C. State 
College, who worked with Dr. Metcalf for seven years, and the tech- 
nical advice of Dr. David A. Young, N.C. State College, and Dr. 
W. H. Anderson, Insect Identification and Parasite Introduction 
Laboratories, U.S. Department of Agriculture, Beltsville, Md. Miss 
Emily Bennett, Librarian of the Division of Insects, U.S. National 
Museum, has been extremely helpful in locating certain references 
needed for the catalogue. 

The higher categories utilized in this classification are those decided 
upon by Dr. Metcalf during his work on the catalogue. 

In this part of the catalogue a method of citing literature has been 
adopted which differs from that used in the catalogues of the fulgoroid 
families. References are cited by author, year, and key letter, e.g., 
Fabricius 1802a. The full reference can be obtained by consulting the 
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Bibliography of the Cicadelloidea, 1 which authors are arranged 
alphabetically, and their works chronologically under the author’s 
name. This method eliminates the necessity for a complete literature 
citation in the catalogue proper, and thus saves time, space, and 
publication costs. It is believed that the revised method will cause 
no great inconvenience to the reader. Dr. Metcalf himself advocated 
it under certain conditions, and it is felt that he would have approved 
its use for his catalogues. 

The Family Hecalidae consists of thirty-one genera, two subgenera, 
and one nomen nudum genus, with 167 species. The leafhoppers in- 
cluded in this group are small to medium in size and are often dorso- 
ventrally flattened. ‘They are usually brown or green, or green marked 
with orange. The lateral clypeal sutures do not extend dorsad beyond 
the antennal pits. Antennal ledges are vestigial or absent. The mar- 
gins of the genae are usually sinuate. The ocelli are located on the 
anterolateral margins of the head or on the crown near the margins. 
The lateral margins of the pronotum are usually carinate. Sexual 
dimorphism is of common occurrence. The food plants are most often 
grasses, but species have been reported to feed on rushes, Casuarina, 
and Melaleuca. 

The following classification has been adopted for this family: 
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The species have been recorded from the following zoogeographical 
regions: 39 from the Nearctic Region, 2 from the Caribbean Region, 
8 from the Neotropical Region, 39 from the Palearctic Region, 35 from 
the Ethiopian Region, 18 from the Oriental Region, 9 from the Ma- 
laysian Region, 15 from the Australian Region, and 2 from two or 
more regions. 

The known geographic distribution of each species is indicated by 
superscript figures at the end of the lines, which correspond to geo- 
graphic regions designated by the same superscript figures. In gen- 
eral, the distribution is as given by the author of the reference, the 
country being considered the smallest unit, except in the case of large 
countries, where states and provinces are the smallest units. In the 
larger island groups the individual islands are indicated wherever 
possible in view of the importance of island endemism.
